BATTLE OF DROMOKQS 


Valor of the Greeks. A Turkish 


Opinion of the Terms of Peace. 


Powers' Delicate Position. 


(Special Dispateb to the Transcript.) 


Constantinople, May 19.—Turkish head- 


quarters before Domokos, May 17., (de- 
layed in transmission): A great battle, 
fought well into the night is cow ended. 
The combat can only bo described as in- 
decisive. Theflghtiug raged from early 
morning until after dork. When the last 
dropping shots wora passing over ttie 
field, the advantage did not appear to 
rest with either Bide. 


The Greeks maintained their positions, 


having acquitted themselves so well aa ti> j 
have earned the hearty proisea of the 
Turks. They resisted with stubborn en- 
durance the determined attacks nf the 
Ottomans throughout the and day still held- 
their entrenchments at nightfall. 


The Turks make a supreme effort late 


this evening, but it was met with cue ut- 
most bravery upon the part of the Greeks 
and failed. 
The Turkish losses were 


heavy. 
The left division of the Turks I 


was engaged from 0 o'clock in the morn- I 
ing and appears to have succeeded in | 
forcing back the Greek right wing. 


During the night the Greeks abandoned 


all their positions. Two and one half di- 
visions of Turks are now pursuing the 
enemy. 


An official of the Turkish foreign office, 


in an interview today after dwelling upon 
the provocative attitude of Greece and 
the earnest efforts made by Turkey to 


prevent war, said "Daring the month's 
war Turkey has suffered serious loss of 
life and the peace conditions cannot but 
be regarded as moderate and as wholly 
justified. 


"Nevertheless, the government is pos- 


sibly prepared to alter its demands in re- 
gard to the indemnity and the cessation 
of Thessaly, in view of the bankrupt con- 
dition of Greece, as proof of the Fortes 
pacific desires. In regard to the abolion 
of the capitulations in favor of tho Greek 
subjects in Turkey, it is impossible for the 
government in the interests of the coun- 
try to make any modifications, even Ser- 
via and Rou mania, in every sense the 
superiors of Greece, have not those privi- 
leges and therefore Greece cannot be al- 
lowed to retain exceptional rights which 
she has so scandalously abused. 


"It is confidently hoped, therefore, that 


Europe will have sufficient sense of justice 
not to press Turkey. Upon this point she 
is determined not to yield, and should 
Europe attempt to impose such a, sacrifice 
by force of arms the situation created 
would be most detrimental to general 
peace. 


"The Turkish population would inevit- 


ably become excited by such injustice; the 
government could not hold itself respon- 
sible tor the grave consequences which 
would follow, and the powers would in 
the end, undoubtedly, have cause to de- 
plore deeply the result ot such actioe." 


OSCAR WILDE FREE, 


Releaned Today find Will Not Hide. 


Reliift«KBls money fora Story. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


London, May 19.—Oscar Wilde, sen- 


tenced May 25, 1895, was released from 
prison today. He goes to Paris but will 
return and engage in literary work over 
his own signature. He says he does not 
intend to hide. One of his firsts acts on 
regaining freedom was to refuse £1,000 for 
a story of his prison experiences.
